Specification

COMPACT DISC (See 37 CFR 1.52(e)(5) and MPEP 608.05. Computer 
program listings (37 CFR 1.96(c)), "Sequence Listings" (37 CFR 1.821(c)),

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 12 recites the limitation "the squeezing device" in Line 1. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 12 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: 

Prior art failed to disclose or imply: 
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"A method for manufacturing an article having a thickened peripheral portion, 
comprising: 

reverse squeezing an initial peripheral portion of an initial article to form a first 
intermediate article having a first intermediate peripheral portion that is partly 
thinned, and 

squeezing the first intermediate peripheral portion of the first intermediate article 
to form a second intermediate article having a second intermediate peripheral 
portion that is thickened throughout.". 

The closest piece of art (Himmeroeder, 5,878,493) discloses: A method for 
forming a toothed wheel which contains some of the claimed elements except for 
reverse squeezing operations which result in thinned process. 

However, prior art of record fails to disclose the claimed subject matter as set 
forth above. 

Therefore, the method and apparatus for manufacturing flanged articles per 
claims 1-17 herein are being allowed.
